SPANISH GOVERNMENT SOLICITOUS 


L ond on, Aug. 17.—The Manila cor­ 
respondent of The Daily Telegraph, tel­ 
egraphing Saturday, says: 
“Nothingcould be more humane than 
the Americana capture' of the town. 
General Merritt’s and Admiral Dewey’s 
plan was to spare every object but the 
armed defense^ and the trenches. Ap­ 
parently the American losses were ex­ 
tremely small. The Spanish entrench 
ment8 varied in point of distance from 
two to four miles from the oenter of 
Old Manila. 
“Defending this long line of at least 
ten miles were not over, and probably 
uuuer, 5,000 Spanish regular troops, 
volunteers and natives. 
About half 
that number were in the hospital. The 
attacking force numbered from 10,000 to 
20,000 natives and 10,000 Americans, on 
shore and aboard the fleet. In every 
respect the advantage was on the side 
of the attack. The American field guns 
threw heavier metal and had longer 
range than the Spanish, the marksman­ 
ship of the United States gunners was 
much superior to that of the Spaniards, 
and the men were stronger and in bet­ 
ter condition. 
“The Spaniards are a small race com­ 
pared with their stalwart opponents, 
and worn out by a hundred days’ siege 
aud disappointed by the failure to ar­ 
rive of the promised Spanish relief 
squadron, they had lost heart. 
It was 
a hopeless struggle. 
“Looking over the bay it was curious 
to notice the foreign fleets arrange 
themselves according to their sympa­ 
thies. The English and the Japanese 
were near the Americans and the Ger­ 
mans and French on the opposite side 
of the bay north of the Pasig river. The 
British cruiser Immortalite and her 
consorts kept fairly near the American 
line. The attacking squadron formed 
in line between Malate and Old Manila 
with the Concord watching the fort at 
thp month of the Pasig. The American 
fleet lay outside the breakwater. 
“The Olympia fired the first shot at 
9:40 and a fairly continuous, but by no 
means furious, cannonade was kept up 
until 11:20. By that time the Malate 
fort was silenced and the American 
troops then stormed the intrenchments. 
The Spaniards who were in the earth­ 
works tell me that the quick firing guns 
of the little gunboat Rapido, which lay 
close to the shore, were far more terri­ 
ble in their effects than was the raking 
fire of the ships. 
“Resistance to the American attack 
was impossible. 
The First Colorado 
regiment was tile earliest to charge the 
Spaniards, who retired to the second 
line, but, soon outnumbered, they were 
forced into the old city. A part of Ma­ 
late suffered severely from the bombard­ 
ment. 
The Vaunted intramnres de­ 
fenses were not tried. 
“The Spanish commander, convinced 
that further resistance was hopeless, 
hoisted a white flag at 11:80 and the 
order 
to cease 
firing w asj issued 
in the center of the town, but in the 
outskirts street fighting contined for 
sometime afterward between the rebels 
and Spaniards.” 
H ongkong, Aug. 17.—Further state­ 
ments regarding the fighting at Manila 
are that Admiral Dewey gave General 
August! an hoar in which to surrender, 
at the time of the last demand, made on 
Saturday. 
General Augnsti refused to 
comply. 
The bombardment, which began at 
9:30 a. rn., was continued for two hours 
and then the Americans stormed the 
trenches, sweeping all before them. 
Those within the walls ^tempted no 
resistance. The First Colorado volun 
teers stormed the outer trenches and 
drove the Spaniards into the second 
line of defend. Then tile American 
troops swept on, driving all the Span­ 
iards into the inner fortifications, where 
the Spanish commander, seeing Chat 
i nrther resistance was useless, hoisted 
the white flag and surrendered. 
The losses, American and Spanish, 
axe not yet known. The Spaniards in 
the trenches probably numbered 8,000 
men. The American attacking fores 
lumbered about 10,000 and Americans 
were better armed, better trained and 
m better condition.

L o n d o n, Aug. 17.—The Manila cor­ 
respondent of The Daily Telegraph, tel­ 
egraphing Saturday, says: 
“Nothingcould be more humane than 
the Americans capture' of the town. 
General Merritt’s and Admiral Dewey’s 
plan was to spare every object bat the 
armed defenses and the trenches. 
Ap­ 
parently the American losses were ex­ 
tremely small. 
The Spanish entrench- 
meats varied in point of distance from 
two to fonr miles from the center of 
Old Manila. 
“Defending this long line of at least 
ten miles were not over, and probably 
uuuer, 5,000 Spanish regular troops, 
volunteers and natives. 
About half 
that number were in the hospital. 
The 
attacking force numbered from 10,000 to 
20,000 natives and 10,000 Americans, on 
shore and aboard the fleet. 
In every 
respect the advantage was on the side 
of the attack. The American field guns 
threw heavier metal and had longer 
range than the Spanish, the marksman­ 
ship of the United States gunners was 
much superior to that of the Spaniards, 
and the men were stronger and in bet­ 
ter condition. 
“The Spaniards are a small race com­ 
pared with their stalwart opponents, 
and worn out by a hundred days’ siege 
and disappointed by the failure to ar­ 
rive of the promised Spanish relief 
squadron, they had lost heart. 
It was 
a hopeless struggle. 
• • * 
“Looking over the bay it was curious 
to notice the foreign fleets arrange 
themselves according to their sympa­ 
thies. The English and the Japanese 
were near the Americans and the Ger­ 
mans and French on the opposite side 
of the bay north of the Pasig river. The 
British cruiser Immortalite and her 
consorts kept fairly near the American 
lint*. The attacking squadron formed 
in line between Malate aud Old Manila 
with the Concord watching the fort at 
thp mouth of the Pasig. The American 
fleet lay outside the breakwater. 
“The Olympia fired the first shot at 
9:40 and a fairly continuous, but by no 
means furious, cannonade was kept up 
until 11:20. 
By that time the Malate 
fort was silenced and the American 
troops then stormed the intrenchments. 
The Spaniards who were in the earth­ 
works tell me that the quick firing guns 
of the little gunboat Rapido, which lay 
close to the shore, were far more terri­ 
ble in their effects than was the raking 
fire of the ships. 
“Resistance to the American attack 
was impossible. 
The First Colorado 
regiment was the earliest to charge the 
Spaniards, who retired to the second 
line, but, soon outnumbered, they were 
forced into the old city. 
A part of Ma­ 
late suffered severely from the bombard­ 
ment. 
The vaunted intramures de­ 
fenses were not tried. 
“The Spanish commander, convinced 
that further resistance was hopeless, 
hoisted a white flag at 11:30 and the 
order 
to 
cease 
firing 
was i issued 
in the center of the town, but in the 
outskirts street fighting confined for 
sometime afterward between the rebels 
and Spaniards.” 
H o n g k o n g, Aug. 17.—Further state­ 
ments regarding the fighting at Manila 
are that Admiral Dewey gave General 
Augusti an hour in which to surrender, 
at the time of the last demand, made on 
Saturday.

The bombardment, which began at 
*>':30 a. rn., wag continued for two hours 
and then the Americans stormed the 
trenches, sweeping all before them.

The New York Sun’s correspondent 
at Ponce, writing under the date of 
Ju ly 30, tells about business transac­ 
tions in that importatll city of Porto 
Ricx). He says: 
The day before yesterday no business 
was done at the custom house of Ponce, 
the officials having abandoned their 
posts somewhat hastily and unceremo­ 
niously. Tonight Colonel H ill has $21,- 
000, received in payment of customs 
duties in the old building by thg water­ 
side at the Playa. From this it ^rill be 
seen how quickly business resumed its 
course after the arrival of the Am eri­ 
cans at this impotant city of the island, 
the greatest molasses port in the world. 
On Wednesday Ponce was Spanish. 
On Saturday, today, it is American in 
fact and in spirit, with no magic charm 
to account for the change except the 
glorious “ flag of the stars,” as one 
Porto Rican alcalde has called it, borne 
before a few thousand boys in blue and 
brown, who have been greeted as broth­ 
ers come home where they expected to 
fight as conquerors. On Thursday night 
soldiers were still landing from the 
troopships in the harbor and question­ 
ing those ashore ahead of them as to 
what fighting had been done by the^ad- 
vance body and what was to be feared 
about the Playa. On Saturday morning 
the American port of Ponce, P. R., was 
doing business, even to the establish­ 
ment of strict quarantine regulations, 
with the U. S. S. Cincinnati as guard- 
ship and Captain Chester as captain of 
the port. 
A United States squadron, 
with the MassaohuBetts as flagship, was 
at home in the bay, w ith the muzzles 
of the guns capped and the gun crews 
at rest. 
Merchant ships of different nations, 
yachts, tugs and lighters indicated a 
busy harbor. On shore warehouses that 
were closed on Thursday were open, 
receiving and delivering goods. 
The 
soldiers who passed in front of them 
were, many of them, unarmed, having 
discarded even revolvers and cartridge 
belt. 
Here and there a closed ware­ 
house gave the appearance of a partial 
observance of the Saturday half holi­ 
day. 
A British merchant captain, who 
had been five days in the harbor trying 
to discharge his cargo, welcomed the 
transformation that had come over the 
soeue not less than the Porto Ricans 
and the agreeably surprised American 
soldiers and sailors. 
He had been un­ 
able to get anybody to work at unload­ 
ing his cargo of provisions before the 
arrival of the Americans, and be bad 
considered it advisable to go armed 
when in the city. 
Now he was again 
among people who believed in work. 
It was a picture, the arrival of the 
Americans on Thursday morning, when 
the American flag was hoisted at day­ 
break over the office of the Spanish 
captain of the port. 
A t the hour when 
the families of most of the soldiers were 
breakfasting at home American officers 
were being couduoted about the city to 
which they had come in the guise of 
enemies by residents of the city, who 
could not show them courtesies enough. 
It was a coincidence not to escape no­ 
tice that this first excursion of the 
Americans, for excursion it amounted 
to, brought up at the palace o f justice. 
Thither their native entertainers led 
the American officers, 
aftw having 
shown them the roads over which the 
fleeing Spaniards had gone and some of 
the chief points o f interest in the city. 
In the middle of the morning navy 
officers in immaculate uniforms drove 
unarmed around the town, and non- 
combatants of the invading expedition 
dickered in security with men whose 
language they could not speak to con­ 
vey them in half closed traps over an 
unknown road several miles into a city 
which the enemy had indeed surnm- 
dered, but where, considering that en­ 
emy’s character, treachery was to be 
feared if not expected. 
Considerable 
stretches of the way and many streets 
of the city were without American pa­ 
trol, and Spaniards, even Spanish offi­ 
cers in civilian dress, were pointed out 
by friendly natives riding down toward 
the playa to see what the newcomers 
were like and what they were about. 
But the Spaniards were few and the 
Porto Ricans were many. 
The Span­ 
iards were inconspicuous and the Porto 
Ricans quiet, except in their demon­ 
strations of welcmne to the men they 
were pleased to call their deliverers. 
These were hearty, as when the bom- 
beros or firemen drew up and saluted 
the invading 
forces, or effusive citi­ 
zens proffared their best services to in ­ 
dividual Americans whom they hap­ 
pened to pick out and address. The fire­ 
men and policemen-all day saluted 
Americans wherever met, and at the 
chief public square. Bombas Jerque— 
park of the bomberos— stray Americans 
who found themselv^ the center of an 
agitated, voluble crowd were likely to 
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see Close ai the edge of the crowd i custom 
watchful policemen, who certainly had 
every appearance of being sincerely if 
needlessly concerned in behalf of the 
welfare of the Americans. 
The police­ 
men watched, too, 
released political 
prisoners who owed their new freedom 
to the Americans, and who, it seemed 
to be feared, might incite some nnwel- 
coine demonstrations. 
Of course the apparent and real se­ 
curity felt and exhibited by the Am eri­ 
cans was not without something actual 
for a base. The American troops, though 
only a few of them, were not only post­ 
ed where seemed most needful about 


the town, but had pushed out along the 
road after the Spanish army some two 
or three miles beyond the town. 
Yet 
how few these were may be inferred 
from the frequent questions of the na­ 
tives as to whore the American army 
was. 
They expected to see soldiers 
everywhere. 
A peculiar feature of the dUv was the 
absence of the American fla||i.j[ix the 
brilliant display of national cTOors in 
town and 
harbor. 
French, 
Danish, 
British, German, Austrian, 
Haitian, 
Italian, Red Groiw fla.je floated every­ 
where. 
Harbor craft that were plainly 
Spanish property flew flags of any na­ 
tion, and the number of foreign flags 
over buildings was astonishing in a 
town among whose 49,000 people only 
3,803 were others than natives of Porto 
Rico and Cuba. 
The figures are from 
the last census, brought up to the be­ 
ginning of this year, and the 8,803 in­ 
cluded the Spanish garrison. The craft 
under false colors were promptly con­ 
fiscated. 
No attention was paid to the houses 
flying flags any more than to those 
which flew nona But it would seem as 
if the xcihsaritóss mast have at some 
time required the surrender of all 
American flags of size in the piace or 
that the inhabitants have not sought 
possession of the stars and stripes, for 
even after the city was wholly in the 
hands of the United States forces there 
was scarcely aik^merican emblem to 
be seen except those of the soldiers and 
a comparatively small number of the 
miniature flags which are sold as but­ 
tonhole insignia by the hucksters at 
homa 
The stores on Thursday were most of 
them shut. Some, chiefly those of Porto 
Ricans or of persons able to hoist a for­ 
eign flag, were doing a small business 
Tim id provision dealers, whose trade 
made it necessary that they remain 
open, shivered when Americans entered 
to buy, fearing that if they sold to the 
pigs the Spaniards might come back 
and cut them up for doing so or that 
Spanish sympathizers among their cus 
tomers would show resentment.

The milkman drives from door 
to door froiu one to four or five cows, 
each branded with a number and usu­ 
ally one or more of them accompanied 
by a calf. The driver cries his approach, 
and the customer fetches or sends out a 
pan, pail, bottle or cup, which he hands 
to the milkman. 
The milkman puts 
into the receptacle the quantity of milk 
paid for, which he induces the cow to 
yield after the usual manner.

On Saturday, today, it is American in 
fact and in spirit, with no magic charro 
to account for the change except the 
glorious ‘‘flag of the stars,” as one 
Porto Rican alcalde has called it, borne 
before a few thousand boys in bine and 
brown, who have been greeted as broth­ 
ers come home where they expected to 
fight as conquerors. On Thursday night 
soldiers were still landing from the 
troopships in the harbor and question­ 
ing those ashore ahead of them as to 
what fighting had been done by the#ad- 
Vance body and what was to be feared 
abont the Playa. On Saturday morning 
the American port of Ponce, P. R., was 
doing business, even to the establish­ 
ment of strict quarantine regulations, 
with the U. S. S. Cincinnati as guard- 
ship and Captain Chester as captain of 
the port A United States squadron, 
with the Massachusetts as flagship, was 
at home in the bay, with the muzzles 
of the guns capped and the gun crews 
at rest. 
Merchant ships of different nations, 
yachts, tugs and lighters indicated a 
busy harbor. On shore warehouses that 
were closed on Thursday were open, 
receiving and delivering goods. The 
soldiers who passed in front of them 
were, many of them, unarmed, having 
discarded even revolvers and cartridge 
belt. Here and there a closed ware­ 
house gave the appearance of a partial 
observance of the Saturday half holi­ 
day. A British merchant captain, who 
had been five days in the harbor trying 
to discharge his cargo, welcomed the 
transformation that had come over th6 
scene not less than the Porto Ricans 
and the agreeably surprised American 
soldiers and sailors. He had been un­ 
able to get anybody to work at unload­ 
ing his cargo of provisions before the 
arrival of the Americans, and he had 
considered it advisable to go armed 
when in the city. Now he was again 
among people who believed in work. 
It was a picture, the arrival of the 
Americans on Thursday morning, when 
the American flag was hoisted at day­ 
break over the office of the Spanish 
captain of the port. At the hour when 
the families of most of the soldiers were 
breakfasting at home American officers 
were being conducted abont the city to 
which they had oome in the guise of 
enemies by residents of the oity, who 
could not show them courtesies enough. 
It was a coincidence not to escape no­ 
tice that this first excursion of the 
Americans, for excursion it amounted 
to, brought up at the palace of justice. 
Thither their native entertainers led 
the American officers, after having 
shown them the roads over which the 
fleeing Spaniards had gone and some of 
the chief points of interest in the city. 
In the middle of the morning navy 
officers in immaculate uniforms drove 
unarmed around the town, and non­ 
combatants of the invading expedition 
dickered in security with men whose 
language they could not speak to con­ 
vey them in half closed traps over an 
unknown road several miles into a city 
which the enemy had indeed surren­ 
dered, but where, considering that en­ 
emy’s character, treachery was to be 
feared if not expected. Considerable 
stretches of the way and many streets 
of the city were without American pa­ 
trol, and Spaniards, even Spanish offi­ 
cers in civilian dress, were pointed out 
by friendly natives riding down toward 
the playa to see what the newcomers 
were like and what they were abont. 
But the Spaniards were few and the 
Porto Ricans were many. The Span­ 
iards were inconspicuous and the Porto 
Rioans quiet, except in their demon­ 
strations of welcome to the men they 
were pleased to call their deliverers. 
These were hearty, as when the boro- 
beros or firemen drew up and saluted 
the invading forces, or effusive citi­ 
zens proffered their best services to in­ 
dividual Americans whom they hap­ 
pened to pick out and address. The fire­ 
men and policemen * all day saluted 
Americans wherever met, and at the 
chief publio square. Bombas Parque— 
park of the bom beroe—stray Americans 
who found themselves the center of an 
agitated, voluble crowd were likely to 
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see close at the edge of the crowd i 
watchful policemen, who certainly had 
every appearance of being sincerely if 
needlessly concerned in behalf of the 
welfare of the Americans. The police­ 
men watched, too, released political 
prisoners who owed their new freedom 
to the Americans, and who, it seemed 
to be feared, might incite some unwel­ 
come demonstrations. 
Of course the apparent and real se­ 
curity felt and exhibited by the Ameri­ 
cans was not without something actual 
for a base. The American troops, though 
only a few of them, were not only post­ 
ed where seemed most needful about 
the town, but had pushed out along the 
road after the Spanish army some two 
or three miles beyond the town.

was. 
They expected to see soldiers 
everywhere.

The craft 
under false colors were promptly con­ 
fiscated. 
No attention was paid to the houses 
flying flags any more than to those 
which flew none. But it would seem as 
if the stt&er&sag most have at some 
time required the surrender of all 
American flags of size in the place or 
that the inhabitants have not sought 
possession of the stars and stripes, for 
even after the city was wholly in the 
hands of the United States forces there 
was scarcely ar^American emblem to 
be seen except those of the soldiers and 
a comparatively small number of the 
miniature flags which are sold as but­ 
tonhole insignia by the hucksters at 
home. 
The stares on Thursday were most of 
them shut. Some, chiefly those of Porto 
Ricans or of persons able to hoist a for­ 
eign flag, were doing a small business. 
Timid provision dealers, whose trade 
made it necessary that they remain 
open, shivered when Americans entered 
to buy, fearing that if they sold to the 
pigs the Spaniards might oome back 
and cut them up for doing so or that 
Spanish sympathizers among their ens 
tenners would show resentment.

Yesterday the same ratio prevail­ 
ed. This morning the premium had de­ 
clined to 75 percent, and this afternoon 
in many places American silver is ac­ 
cepted only at par with Spanish. It 
made men groan to part even with the 
cartwheels at no better than par with 
the Spanish grindstones, but when they 
wanted what the other fellows had it 
had to be done. The law of supply and 
demand was seen in active operation 
right at home. American gold and 
notes continued at the 75 per cent pre 
mium. Porto Rican notes are refused 
absolutely. 
One reason given for the sudden ap 
predation of the island silver is the 
looking up of so much of it at the new 


custom nouse, most oi Colonel Hill s 
$21,000 being in the native coins. 
When this is returned to circulation, 
the premium on the American coins is 
expected to Gome again into being. 
There are not wanting in the interim 
advocates of an order from the Ameri­ 
can authorities to fix an arbitrary rate 
of exchange on the island coinage and 
currency. 
With the custom house at 
the playa and the bulk of retail busi­ 
ness at the town proper there is oppor­ 
tunity in the absence of an official ex­ 
change ratio for a considerable range in 
the matter. 
A very curious feature of the streets 
is the milk delivery. This takes place 
before and during the noon, or break­ 
fast, hour, breakfast being taken here 
between J2 aud 2 o’clock. Sometimes 
the milk is still being sold at 4 or 5 
o’clock. The milkman drives from door 
to door from one to four or five cows, 
each branded with a number and usu­ 
ally one or more of them accompanied 
by a calf. The driver cries his approach, 
and the customer fetches or sends out a 
pan, pail, bottle or cop, which he hands 
to the milkman. The milkman puts 
into the receptacle the quantity of milk 
paid for, which he induces the cow to 
yield after the usual manner. The op­ 
eration is repeated at each customer’s, 
and some of the American soldiers are 
taking advantage of the opportunity 
offered to get warm milk.

This takes place 
before and during the noon, or break 
fast, hour, breakfast being taken here 
between 12 aud 2 o’clock.

Foot bridges in Morocco that are used 
for heav y traffic hav e been the subject 
of much concern to the engineers. Elm 
planks on oak striogpieces were the ma 
terials employ ed, but these wore out so 
rapidly that a return to the old sty le of 
building was proposed. 
This consisted 
of cables made from the fiber of the 
aloe. These cables are plaited and twist­ 
ed from fiber and are nearly two inches 
thick and 8 > 2 inches wide. 
They are 
saturated with tar and firmly nailed to 
oak planking. The ends are fastened by 
iron straps. These cables make most ad­ 
mirable footpaths. They are sufficiently 
elastic to be pleasant under the feet, 
and ex perience has demonstrated that 
they are far more durable than any ma­ 
terial heretofore applied for this par- 
nose.

Among the first things to impress a 
stranger in Manila are the horses. De­ 
scended from horses brought from Mex­ 
ico, they have become much smaller, 
while they are also much more shape­ 
ly. In fact, I have never seen a better 
looking breed. There is nothing of the 
pony about their shape, though in size 
they range between 48 and 52 inches. 
At first it looked absurd to see them 
ridden by big men whose stirrups hung 
down to the horses1 knees, but I soon 
found out that they easily carried a 
rider weighing 200 pounds. The for­ 
eigners have a jockey club which holds 
two meetings a year at the beautiful 
turf track at Santa Mesa. To avoid 
sharp practice, members of the club 
only are eligible to ride. 
This necessitates a scale of weights 
starting at 13^xrands and rising to 154 
pounds.

This necessitates a scale of weights 
starting at I Swounds and rising to 154 
pounds. It oSmoDstrates the speed and 
strength of these miniature horses that 
a mile has been run in 2:10 by a pony 
carrying 150 pounds. Only stallions are 
used. Mares cannot even be brought 
into the city. Nobody walks; everybody 
rides, and on any special fiesta thou 
sands of carriages fill the streets. J 
doubt if there is a city in the world 
that can turn out half the number of 
private vehicles in proportion to the 
population.—Century Magazine.

PHILIPPINE SUGAR MAKING. 


Mr. Vander!ip Says Capital Invested In 
This Industry W ould Pay R ichly. 
The following extract is taken from 
Mr. Frank A. Vanderlip’s article on 
“ Facts About the Philippines” in The 
Century of July. He says: 
“ The process of making sugar in the 
Philippine islands varies with locality, 
but all the product is what is known as 
a low grade of muscovado sugar. It is 
not drained or clarified by any of tho 
modern methods and brings the lowest 
price in the markets of the world, ex­ 
cept perhaps the low grade sugar of a 
similar character made in Brazil. The 
estimated crop of the islands for the sea­ 
son of 1897-8 is 190,000 tons. Cuba’s 
crop for the same period is estimated, at 
200,000 tons. 
Until the year 1890 the

They are said to have favored the 
proposition, aud would have carried it 
through had they not feared a popular 
uprising in Spain.

Stronger Than Oak. 
Foot bridges in Morocco that are used 
for heavy traffic have been the subject 
of much concern to the engineers. Elm 
planks on oak stringpieces were the ma­ 
terials employed, but these wore out so 
rapidly that a return to the old style of 
building was proposed. 
This consisted 
of cables made from the fiber of the 
aloe. These cables are plaited aud twist­ 
ed from fiber and are nearly two inches 
thick and 8>a inches wide. 
They are 
saturated with tar and firmly nailed to 
oak planking. The ends are fastened by 
iron straps. These cables make most ad­ 
mirable footpaths. They are sufficiently 
elastic to be pleasant under the feet, 
and experience has demonstrated that 
they are far more durable than any ma­ 
terial heretofore applied for this par- 
nose.

A camp 
gu ard, fatigu e, ou tposts and ammu ni­ 
tion gu ard are all th e du ties assigned, 
bu t th is gives th e boys more work th an 
th at prescribed by th e army regu lations, 
wh ich gives a private gu ard du ty once 
in five days. Th ere is considerable dis­ 
satisfaction manifested among th e boys, 
as some are placed on du ty every two or 
th ree days, wh ile th e oth er two bat­ 
talions are h aving a picnic at th eir camp 
doing noth ing. 
We are anxiou sly awaiting orders to 
move to th e states u ntil fall, as th is 
climate will play h avoc in th e ranks if 
we remain h ere. 
In my last report, I 
stated th at a su rgeon of h igh rank 
claimed th ere was no yellow fever on 
th e island. I h ave since learned th at 
th ere are in th e neigh borh ood of 400 
cases at th e pest h ospital. 
One of th e 
nu mber is Joh n Robinison, of Company 
E, wh o was taken from camp as a 
measles patient, and, it is said, by some 
bu ngling on th e part of th e h ospital 
oorps was sent to th e velloW fever h os­ 
pital.

Writes of Soldier Life About the Captured 
City. 


I S p e c i a l C o r r e s p o n d e n c e ] 
Santiago, July 26.—The Third bat­ 
talion, Eighth regiment, is still located 
at the same place, although all the army 
stores, with the exception of a few 
thousand rounds of ammunition, have 
been removed to Santiago. A camp 
guard, fatigue, outposts and ammuni­ 
tion guard are all the duties assigned, 
but this gives the boys more work than 
that prescribed by the army regulations, 
which gives a private guard duty once 
in five days. There is considerable dis­ 
satisfaction manifested among the boys, 
as some are placed on duty every two or 
three days, while the other two bat­ 
talions are having a pionic at their camp 
doing nothing. 
We are anxiously awaiting orders to 
move to the states until fall, as this 
climate will play havoc in the ranks if 
we remain here. In my last report, 
stated that a surgeon of high rank 
claimed there was no yellow fever on 
the island. I have since learned that 
there are in the neighborhood of 400 
cases at the pest hospital. One of the 
number'is John Robinison, of Oompany 
E, who was taken from camp ijj 
measles patient, and, it is said, by some 
bungling on the part of the hospital 
oorps was sent to the yellow fever hos­ 
pital. All trace of Robinson was lost 
for some time, and it took days to find 
his whereabouts. At last reports he is 
getting along nicely, and getting excel 
lent care. Private Hollo Hoff has been 
sent to some hospital in the states, prob 
ably Tampa. He was suffering from 
complication of diseases, and was unable 
to make the trip to this camp. 
Perhaps it will be interesting to tel 
the reader how yellow fever patients 
are discharged at the hospital. On the 
recovery of a patient hiB measnre is 
taken and senti to the Quartermaster, 
who selects a full suit of clothes from 
head to foot. His money and jewelry 
are then fumigated and sent to join his 
clothing. 
The convalescent then dis­ 
robes to the skin and walks to the sea, a 
few hundred feet from the top of the 
hill where the hospital is located. A 
half-hours’ bath is taken, and the sol­ 
dier walks two miles naked to the place 
where his clothing and valuables await 
him. He is then free to join his regi­ 
ment. 
As to the health of the battalion. 
It 
is not any too good, although Company 
E is faring as well, if not better, than 
the others. We have none in the hos­ 
pital outride of those mentioned, al­ 
though at sick call each morning quite a 
number report for medicines. The sur­ 
geons claim the ration of fresh beef 
added to the soldiers fare each day is 
the w**in cause of the trouble, which is 
stomach and bowel complaint. By the 
time the meat is taken from the oold 


storage and hauled for six miles through 
this torrid climate it loses considerable 
of its freshness, but the boys must have 
something to eat, and what wouldn’t 
make good food for a dog in America is 
consumed with relish here. 
The greatest misfortune that bas as 
yet fallen to one of our boys was to Pri- ( 
vate Simms, Sunday. 
While chopping 
wood a splinter struck his right eyeball, 
penetrating at least half an inch. A 
companion Attempted to remove it, but 
only succeeded in securing a particle, 
making an operation necessary. Simms 
was taken to the hospital where an ©por­ 
tion was performed. It was found that a 
nerve had been severed, and he was told 
that he would never see the light of day 
with that eye. He has been trying to 
get hack to America to consult an occu- 
ist, and has gone so far as to try to ship 
as a stowaway, but without success. 
All the boys sympathize with "Bz,” as 
he is a general favorite in both company 
and regiment. He has been acting as 
quartermaster’s assistant for several 
weeks, and had bright prospects before 
him. 
Major Weybricht has been summoned 
to receive important information from 
Colonel Hard, and will leave for the 
main camp early tomorrow morning. 
The soldiers anxiously await his return, 
as it is expected some definite word as 
to our removal will be imparted. 
The surgeon has jnst called on Private 
Carnahan, and it was found necessary 
to administer a hyperdermic to relieve 
his pains, caused by cramps. 
A large tent has been issued to each 
company for officers’ use, and Captain 
Hill, who is messing with Sergeant 
Hanley and myself, has the finest quar­ 
ters in camp, a clump of shade trees 
covering the entrance. 
Private Oliver Barker has been pro­ 
moted to the position of artificer on 
merit. His office requires considerable 
skill and ingenuity, and Oliver will 
prove the right man in the right place. 
An artificer ranks with a corporal. 
A number of our boys steal a visit to 
Santiago each day. and tomorrow morn­ 
ing will see fonr soldiers before the 
stern major for reprimand and a fatigue 
sentence. They have discovered an in 
let into the city, by which it is necessary 
to pass but one sentinel, and until more 
poets are added Santiago will have many 
soldiers to fleece of their hard earned 
cash, which they are not reluctant to 
do. 
For instance your correspondent 
duffed up $8.40 for a dinner that 
wouldn’t throw in the shade the aver­ 
age American 25 cent fare. 
Two cans 
of condensed milk were purchased at 75 
cents each, fresh bread 20c a half-pound 
roll and 
everything in proportion. 
Spanish money has greatly depreciated, 
and is only worth half that of America. 
Money changers at the entrance give 
42% pesetas for five dollars Americano. 
This in weight equals $8.50 of our lucre. 
The boyB received their first mail, and 
many were the sad expressions when 
upon inquiry Sergeant 
Hanley told 
them there was nothing. 
Folks at 
home should write often, as nothing 
will serve more to brighten our spirits 
than frequent messages from home. 
Remember, friends, we are isolated from 
the world, and even go so fares to pick 
up scraps of newspapers, hoping to get 
some news from America. Our mail 
consisted of about a dozen letters, and a 
bundle of newspapers.

Writes of Soldier Life About the Captured 
City. 


I S p e c i a l C o r r e s p o n d e n c e 1. 


S a n tia g o , July 26.—The Third bat­ 
talion, Eighth regiment, is still located 
at the same place, although all the army 
stores, with the exception of a few 
thousand rounds of ammunition, have 
been removed to Santiago. A camp 
guard, fatigue, outposts and ammuni­ 
tion guard are all the duties assigned, 
but this gives the boys more work than 
that prescribed by the army regulations, 
which gives a private guard duty once 
in five days. There is considerable dis­ 
satisfaction manifested among the boys, 
as some are placed on duty every two or 
three days, while the other two bat­ 
talions are having a picnic at their camp 
doing nothing. 
We are anxiously awaiting orders to 
move to the states until fall, as this 
climate will play havoc in the ranks if 
we remain here. In my last report, I 
stated that a surgeon of high rank 
claimed there was no yellow fever on 
the island. I have since learned that 
there are in the neighborhood of 400 
cases at the pest hospital. One of the 
nnmber is John Robinson, of Company 
E, who was taken from camp as a 
measles patient, and, it is said, by some 
bungling on the part of the hospital 
oorps was sent to the yellow fever hos­ 
pital. All trace of Robinson was lost 
for some time, and it took days to find 
his whereabouts. At last reports he is 
getting along nicely, and getting excel­ 
lent care. Private Rollo Hoff has been 
sent to some hospital in the states, prob­ 
ably Tampa. He was suffering from a 
complication of diseases, and was unable 
to make the trip to this camp. 
Perhaps it will be interesting to tell 
the reader how yellow fever patients 
are discharged at the hospital. On the 
recovery of a patient his measure is 
taken and senl^ to the quartermaster, 
who selects a full suit of clothes from 
head to foot. His money and jewelry 
are then fumigated and sent to join his 
clothing. 
The convalescent then dis­ 
robes to the skin and walks to the sea, a 
few hnndred feet from the top of the 
hill where the hospital is located. A 
half-hours’ bath is taken, and the sol­ 
dier walks two miles naked to the place 
where his clothing and valuables await 
him. He is then free to join his regi­ 
ment. 
As to the health of the battalion. 
It 
is not any too good, although Company 
E is faring as well, if not better, than 
the others. We have none in the hos­ 
pital outside of those mentioned, al­ 
though at sick call each morning quite a 
nnmber report for medicines. The sur­ 
geons claim the ration of fresh beef 
added to the soldiers fare each day is 
the main cause of the trouble, which is 
stomach and bowel complaint. By the 
time the meat is taken from the cold 


storage and hauled for six miles through 
this torrid climate it loses considerable 
of its freshness, but the boys must have 
something to eat. and what w ou ld n ’t 
make good food for a dog in America is 
consumed with relish here. 
The greatest misfortune that has as 
yet fallen to one of our boy# was to Pri- j 
vate Simms, Sunday. 
While chopping 
wood a splinter struck his right eyeball, 
penetrating at least half an inch. 
A 
companion attempted to remove it, but 
only succeeded in securing a particle, 
making an operation necessary. Simms 
was taken to the hospital where an oper- 
tion was performed. It was foond that a 
nerve had been severed, and he was told 
that he would never see the light of day 
with that eye. He has been trying to 
get back to America to consult an ocea­ 
ns!, and has gone so far as to try to ship 
as a stowaway, but without success. 
All the boys sympathize with "Bz,” as 
he is a general favorite in both company 
and regiment. He has been acting as 
quartermaster’s assistant for several 
weeks, and had bright prospects before 
him. 
Major Weybricht has been snmmoned 
to receive important information from 
Colonel Hard, and will leave for the 
main camp early tomorrow morning. 
The soldiers anxiously await his return, 
as it is expected some definite word as 
to oar removal will be imparted. 
The surgeon has just called on Private 
Carnahan, and it was fonnd necessary 
to administer a hyperdermic to relieve 
his pains, caused bv cramps. 
A large tent has been issued to each 
company for officers’ use. and Captain 
Hill, who is messing with Sergeant 
Hanley and myself, has the finest quar 
ters in camp, a clomp of shade trees 
covering the entrance. 
Private Oliver Burker has been pro 
moted to the position of artificer on 
merit. His office requires considerable 
skill and ingenuity, and Oliver will 
prove the right man in the right place. 
An artificer ranks with a corporal. 
A nnmber of our boys steal a visit to 
Santiago each day, and tomorrow morn­ 
ing will see four soldiers before the 
stern major for reprimand and a fatigue 
sentence. They have discovered an in 
et into the city, by which it is necessary 
to pass but one sentinel, and nntil more 
posts are added Santiago will have many 
soldiers to fleece of their hard earned 
cash, which they are not reluctant to 
do. 
For instance your correspondent 
duffed up $8.40 for a dinner that 
wouldn't throw in the shade the aver 
age American 26 cent fare. 
Two cans 
of condensed milk were purchased at 75 
cents each, fresh bread 20c a half-pound 
roll and everything in proportion. 
Spanish money has greatly depreciated, 
and is only worth half that of America, 
Money changers at the entrance give 
42% pesetas for five dollars Americano. 
This in weight equals $8.60 of our lucre. 
The boys received their first mail, and 
many were the sad expressions when 
upon inquiry Sergeant Hanley told 
them there was nothing. 
Folks at 
home should write often, as nothing 
will serve more to brighten our spirits 
than frequent messages from home. 
Remember, friends, we are isolated from 
the world, and even go so far as to pick 
up scraps of newspapers, hoping to get 
some news from America. Our mail 
consisted of about a dozen letters, and a 
bundle of newspapers.

Dr. Krauakopf S**y* tho City and 
Ara Fearfully Dirty. 
Describing Santiago and its inhabit­ 
ants, Dr. Krauskopf said: " I have trav­ 
eled considerably in my days, bot never 
have I come across a dirtier place than 
this Santiago de Cuba. Aided ty the 
intense noon heat, the filth and stenches 
were a veritable fulfillment of the 
psalmist’s, ‘Deadly diseases that wast- 
eth at noonday. ’ I understood at once 
why Santiago enjoys the unenviable 
reputation of being the yellow fever 
center of the world, and why a number 
of hundreds of our men are down with 
the disease. 
“ As to the population, nearly the 
whole town seemod to have dumped it­ 
self around the wharf. For there were 
the American food supplies; there was 
the Red Cross society giving out ra­ 
tions ; there were the transport vessels 
unloading their vast stores; in short, 
there were the craved for necessities of 
life to be coveted, begged or stolen. To 
an enthusiastic friend of the Cuban a 
like myself this first sight of. tbtm was 
disheartening. It was sickening to see 
their foul, dirty habits, to see their 
boys and girls of a goodly age running 
about stark naked and their older ones 
nearly so, to be almost felled by their 
stenches in passing them, to be sicken­ 
ed by the kinds of food they offer for 
sale in the streets, to have a creepy feel­ 
ing overcoming one when brushing 
against these unolad, unwashed, half 
starved, half diseased black or colored 
Cubans. The first horrible feeling wears 
off somewhat after yon get more used 
to these sights and odors and after yon 
make due allowance for poverty, op­ 
pression and siege, more especially when 
remembering that the white and better 
classes had for the most part fled from 
the town, and that these whom we saw 
were in the main houseless reconcen- 
trados and the scum of the town.” — 
Philadelphia Times.

Mr Thomas U pton's Pino to 
Poor o f London. 
The New York World correspondent 
recently interviewed Sir Thomas Lip- 
ton with reference to “ The Alexandra 
trust” in London and obtained the fol­ 
lowing statement: 
“ The object is to feed the poor, and 
it is hoped that it will be carried oat in 
a way that will be an example to other 
countries all over the world how to feed 
the poor. 
We will give them a good 
meal for 4 cents, consisting of a plate 
of soup, a small plate of meat and pota­ 
toes. For 8 cents we will give them 
soup, a good plate of meat and two veg­ 
etables, including potatoes. There will 
be no waiters or waitresses. On enter­ 
ing the building the people will receive 
a check, according to the amount paid. 
They will then go to a horseshoe shaped 
counter in the center of the floor, and 
on presenting the check will get their 
bod and will carry it to a table. 
“ There will be two rooms-—one for 
women and the other for men—each 
capable of holding 1,000. 
Each room 
will be fitted up in first class style, and 
will contain lavatories, writing desk, 
eto. There will also be a labor bureau. 
One headquarters will be able to supply 
bod for 10,000 persons a day. 
The 
lours between breakfast and the mid­ 
day meal will be sot aside for feeding 
poor children. Other branch establish­ 
ments all over London will serve 2,000 
people a day. 
“ Not the least important part of the 
scheme is what I may call the outside 
department, whereby poor people will 
be given facilities to take food to their 
lomes and invalids will be supplied 
with beef tea. Three meals will be sup­ 
plied daily, including Sundays. At the 
headquarters there will be a band of 
music occasionally. If the scheme works 
as I expect it will, I have promised an-

It was sickening to see 
their foul, dirty habits, to see their 
boys and girls of a goodly age running 
about stark naked and their older ones 
nearly so, to be almost felled by their 
stenches in passing them, to be sicken­ 
ed by the kinds of food they offer for 
sale in the streets, to have a creepy feel­ 
ing overcoming one when brushing 
against these unolad, unwashed, half 
starved, half diseased black or colored 
Cubans. The first horrible feeling wears 
off somewhat after yon get more nsed 
to these sights and odors and after yon 
make due allowance for poverty, op­ 
pression and siege, more especially when 
remembering that the white and better 
classes had for the most part fled from 
the town, and that these whom we saw 
were in the main houseless recon cen -

Sir Thomas 
F ood th o 
Upton's P loo to 
F o o t o f L in d o n . 
The New York World correspondent 
recently interviewed Sir Thomas Lip- 
ton w ith reference to "T he Alexandra 
tru st” in London and obtained the fol­ 
lowing statem ent: 
“ The object is to feed th0 poor, and 
it is hoped that it will be carried out in 
a way that will be an example to other 
countries all over the world how to feed 
the poor. 
We will give them a good 
meal for 4 cents, consisting of a plate 
of soup, a small plate of meat and pota­ 
toes. For 8 cents we w ill give them 
soup, a good plate of meat aud two veg­ 
etables, including potatoes. There will 
be no waiters or waitresses. On enter­ 
ing the building tho people will receive 
a check, according to the amount paid. 
They will then go to a horseshoe shaped 
counter in tho center of the floor, and 
on presenting the check will get their 
food and will carry it to a table. 
“ There will be two rooms—one for 
women and the other for men—each 
capable of holding 1,000. 
Each room 
will he fitted up in first class style, aud 
will contain lavatories, w riting desk, 
eto. 
There will also be a labor bureau. 
One headquarters will be able to supply 
'ood for 10,000 persons a day. 
The 
lours between breakfast and the mid­ 
day meal will be set aside for feeding 
poor children. Other branch establish­ 
ments all over London w ill serve 2,000 
people a day. 
“ Not the least im portant part of the 
scheme is what I may call the outside 
department, whereby poor people will 
be given facilities to take food to their 
irones and invalids w ill be supplied 
with beef tea.

A correspondent of the New York 
Tribune, in writing about Spain’s peace 
plenipotentiaries, says: 
The United States cannot be careful 
enough in insisting that the Spanish 
plenipotentiary delegated by the Mad­ 
rid government to negotiate peace with 
the United States should be legally em­ 
powered to treat by a vote of the cortes 
in accordance w ith article 66 of the 
Spanish constitution. 
The leading authorities on interna­ 
tional law are all united in declaring 
that “ if the power of a sovereign or of 
a government is limited by a ground 
law, written or unwritten, a treaty 
cannot override that constitution. No 
one can lawfully exercise power which 
does not of right belong to him. Thus, 
under constitutional forms, whore the 
treaty making power is placed in par­ 
ticular hands no others can exercise it, 
and where it is limited in extent it can­ 
not be lawfully exercised beyond that 
limitation. ” 
Another universally accepted doctrine 
of international law declares that “ a 
treaty in which one of the treaty mak­ 
ing powers unconstitutionally and un­ 
lawfully sacrifices the interests of the 
nation which it represents has no bind­ 
ing force.” And again, “ a treaty can 
never bind either the one or the other 
of its parties to perpetrate an act con­ 
trary to the law of the land.” 
Were Spanish law merely to require 
subsequent legislative ratification of the 
treaty of peace the matter would not be 
of so much importance, for it has been 
decided by the acknowledged authori­ 
ties of international law that providing 
the plenipotentiaries have not exceeded 
their powers and have conformed to 
their instructions the treaty is binding, 
whether or not it is afterward ratified, 
either by executive or by legislature. 
But, as stated before, the Spanish con­ 
stitution insists that Spanish plenipo­ 
tentiaries “ cannot treat for the surren­ 
der of any Spanish territory without 
previous legislative sanction by a vote 
of the cortes. ” 
Of course any attem pt on the part o. 
the adversaries of the present govern­ 
ment in Spain to repudiate the negotia­ 
tions in connection with the treaty on 
the ground of its illegality cannot affect 
to any extent the ultimate outcome of 
the present war. 
But it may give rise 


to tiresome delays and to difficulties ut 
a vexations and even costly nature, 
leading possibly to an attem pt at for­ 
eign intervention or to a demand for 
arbitration, all of which can be averted 
if President McKinley insists on the 
Spanish 
peace 
commissioners being 
properly qualified to treat in accordance 
with the laws of Spain. 
The United States should insist ou 
the English language being used in the 
drawing up of the treaty of peace. 
There is no fixed rule in the matter, 
and the choice of Paris as the place 
where the negotiations are to be carried 
on would seem to* indicate that French, 
as the ordinary diplomatic language, 
might be used.

The United States cannot be careful 
enough in insisting that the Spanish 
plenipotentiary delegated by the Mad­ 
rid government to negotiate peace with 
the United States should be legally em­ 
powered to treat by a vote of the cortes 
in accordance with article 55 of the 
Spanish constitution. 
The leading authorities on interna 
tional law are all united in declaring 
that ‘‘if the power of a sovereign or of 
a government is limited by a ground 
law, written or unwritten, a treaty 
cannot override that constitution. 
No 
one can lawfully exercise po wee* which 
does not of right belong to him. 
Thus, 
under constitutional forms, where the 
treaty making power is placed in par­ 
ticular hands no others can exercise it, 
and where it is limited in extent it can­ 
not be lawfully exercised beyond that 
limitation. ” 
Another universally accepted doctrine 
of international law declares that ‘‘a 
treaty in which one of the treaty mak­ 
ing powers unconstitutionally and un­ 
lawfully sacrifices the interests of the 
nation which it represents has no bind­ 
ing force. ” And again, “ a treaty can 
never bind either the one or the other 
of its parties to perpetrate an act con­ 
trary to the law of the land.” 
Were Spanish law merely to require 
subsequent legislative ratification of the 
treaty of peace the matter would not be 
of so much importance, for it has been

Spaniards Driven Baok From Their First 


First Line of Defenses,

L o n d o n , Aug. 17.—The M anila cor­ 
resp on d en t of The Daily Telegraph, tel­ 
egraphing Saturday, says: 
“Nothing could be more hum ane than 
the Americans capture of the town. 
General M erritt’s and Adm iral Dew ey’s 
plan was to spare every object but the 
armed defenses and the trenches. 
Ap­ 
parently the Am erican losses were ex­ 
tremely small. 
The Spanish entrench­ 
ments varied in point of distance from 
two to four miles from the center of 
Old Manila. 
“Defending this long line of at least 
ten miles were not over, and probably 
uaaer, 5,000 Spanish regular troops, 
volunteers and natives. 
About half 
that number were in the hospital. 
The 
attacking force num bered from 10,000 to 
30,000 natives and 10,000 Am ericans, on 
shore and aboard the fleet. 
In every 
respect the advantage was on the side 
of the attack. The American field guns 
threw heavier m etal and had longer 
range than the Spanish, the m arksm an­ 
ship of the U nited States gunners was 
much superior to th at of the Spaniards, 
and the men were stronger and in bet­ 
ter condition. 
“The Spaniards are a small race com­ 
pared witn their stalw art opponents, 
and worn out by a hundred days* siege 
and disapjiointed by the failure to a r­ 
rive ol the promised Spanish relief 
.squadron, they had lost heart. 
It was 
a hopeless struggle. 
“ Looking over the bay it was curious 
to notice tho foreign fleets arrange 
themselves according to their sympa 
thies. 
The English and tho Japanese 
were near the Am ericans aud the G er­ 
mans aud French on the opposite side 
of the bay north of the Pasig river. The 
British cruiser Im m ortulite aud her 
consorts kept fairly near the American 
line. The attacking squadron formed 


iii hue between Malate and Old M anila 
with the Concord w atching the fort at 
thp mouth of the Pasig. The American 
fleet lay outside the breakwater. 
“The Olympia tired the first shot at 
9:40 aud a fairly continuous, but by uo 
means furious, cannonade was kept ap 
until 11:20, 
By th at tim e the Mutate 
fort was silenced and the American 
troops then stormed the intrench men ts. 
The Spaniards who were in the earth ­ 
works tell me th at the quick firing guns 
of the little gunboat Kapido, which lay 
close to the shore, were far more terri­ 
ble in their effects than was the raking 
tire of the ships. 
“ Resistance to the American attack 
was impossible. 
The F irst Colorado 
regiment was the earliest to charge the 
Spaniards, who retired to the second 
hue, but, soon outnumbered, they were 
forced into the old city. 
A part of Mu­ 
tate suffered severely from tho bom bard­ 
ment. 
The vaunted iutram ures de­ 
fenses were not tried. 
“The Spanish commander, convinced 
that further resistance was hopeless, 
hoisted a w hite flag at 11:110 and the 
order 
to 
cease 
firing 
w a s * issued 
in the center of the town, but in the 
outskirts street fighting cond nod for 
sometime afterw ard between the rebels 
and Spaniards.” 
H o n g k o n g , Aug. 17.—F arth er state­ 
ments regarding the fighting at M anila 
are that Admiral Dewey gave General 
Augusti an hour in which to surrender, 
st the time of the last demand, made on 
fctatuniay. 
General Augusti refused to 
comply. 
I he bombardment, which began at 
a. m., was continued for two hours 
and then the Americans storm ed the 
trenches, sweeping all before them . 
Those w ithin the walls ^tem p ted no 
resistance. 
The F irst Colorado volun­ 
teer* stormed the outer trenches and 
drove the Spaniards into the second 
hue of defenses. 
Then the American 
troops swept on, driving all the Sphu- 
'srda into the inner fortifications, where 
Vie > | nun ah commander, seeing that 
iurthcr resistance was useless, hoisted 
the white flag aud surrendered. 
I be losses, American and Spanish, 
w not yet known. 
The Spaniards in 
tne trenches probably numbered 3,00© 
men, 
The American attacking force 
numbered about 10,000 aud Americans 
'' re better armed, better trained aud 
ll- better condition. 
I be American warships engaged were

Ike Spaniards assert that the fire of 
Americans for the most part fell

heights, aud upon which they poured a 
galling fire.” 
The Spanish trench extended around 
Manila at a distance of from two to 
four miles from y • walled city, form ­ 
ing a circle ten r 
n 
in circumference, 
and it was impossible, the Spaniards 
say, to bold so long a line against the 
American attack. 
Admiral Dewey and General M erritt, 
it is reported, had issued orders to spare 
all except, armed defenses of the city, 
and consequently the town is under­ 
stood to have been bat little damaged. 
Some street fighting between the in ­ 
surgents aud the Spaniards occurred on 
the outskirts, bat order prevailed w ithin 
the walled aection. 
The American version of the battle 
is not yet obtainable. General Augusti, 
former captain general of the Philip­ 
pines, expected to start for M adrid to­ 
day by the Germ an m ail steamer.

Custom* Receipt* of 921,000 Started the 
New A dm inistration — The Q uestion of 
Money E xch an ge— F*$tfmen and P olice­ 
m en Saluted A m ericans W herever Met. 
The Ponce M ilk D elivery—Spanish Col­ 
lection o f Lies. 


The New York Sun’s correspondent 
at Ponce, writing nuder the date of 
July 30, tells about business tramcar 
tions in that important city of Porto 
Rico. He says: 
The day before yesterday no business 
was done at the custom house of Ponce, 
the officials having abandoned their 
posts somewhat hastily and unceremo­ 
niously. Tonight Colonel Hill has $21,- 
000, received in payment of customs 
duties in the old building by th* water­ 
side at the Playa. From this it if ill be 
seen how quickly business resumed its 
course after the arrival of the Ameri­ 
cans at this impotant city of the island, 
the greatest molasses port in the world. 
On Wednesday Ponce was Spanish. 
On Saturday, today, it is American in 
fact aud in spirit, with no magic charm 
to account for the change except the 
glorious “ flag of the stars,” as one 
Porto Rican alcalde bas called it, borne 
before a few thousand boys in blue and 
brown, who have been greeted as broth­ 
ers come borne where they expected to 
fight as conquerors. On Thursday night 
soldiers were still landing from the 
troopships in the harbor and question­ 
ing those ashore ahead of them us to 
what fighting had been done by tbe#ad- 
vance body and what was to be feared 
about the Playa. On Saturday morning 
the American port of Ponce, P. R., was 
doing business, even to the establish­ 
ment of strict quarantine regulations, 
with the U. S. S. Cincinnati as guard- 
ship and Captain Chester as captain of 
the port. 
A United States squadron, 
with the Massachusetts as flagship, was 
at home in the bay, with the muzzles 
of the guns capped and the gun crews 
at rest. 
Merchant ships of different nations, 
yachts, tugs and lighters indicated 
busy harbor. On shore warehouses that 
were closed on Thursday were open 
receiving aud delivering goods. The 
soldiers who passed in front of them 
were, many of them, unarmed, having 
discarded even revolvers and cartridge 
belt. Here and there a closed ware­ 
house gave the appearance of a partial 
observance of the Saturday half holi­ 
day. 
A British merchant captain, who 
had been Ave days in the harbor trying 
to discharge his cargo, welcomed the 
transformation that had come over the 
scene not leas than the Porto Ricans 
and the agreeably surprised American 
soldiers and sailors. He had been un­ 
able to get anybody to work at unload­ 
ing his cargo of provisions before the 
arrival of the Americans, and he had 
considered it advisable to go armed 
when in the city. 
Now he was again 
among people who believed in work. 
It was a picture, the arrival of the 
Americans on Thursday morning, when 
the American flag was hoisted at day­ 
break over the office of the Spanish 
captain of the port. At the hour when 
the families of most of the soldiers were 
breakfasting at home American officers 
were being conducted about the city to 
which they had come in the guise of 
enemies by residents of the city, who 
could not show them courtesies enough. 
It was a coincidence not to escape no­ 
tice that this first excursion of the 
Americans, for excursion it amounted 
to, brought up at the palace of justice. 
Thither their native entertainers led 
the American officers, after having 
shown them the roads over which the 
fleeing Spaniards had gone mid some of 
the chief points of interest in the city. 
In tile middle of the morning uuvy 
officers in immaculate uniforms drove 
unarmed around the town, and non­ 
com batants of the invading expedition 
dickered in security with men whose 
anguage they could not speak to con­ 
vey them iu half closed traps over au 
unknown road several miles into a city 
which the enemy had indeed surren­ 
dered, but where, considering that eu- 
emy’s character, treachery was lo be 
feared if not expected. Considerable 
stretches of the way and many streets 
of the city were without American pa­ 
trol, and Spaniards, even Spanish offi

Of course the apparent and real se­ 
curity felt and exhibited by the Ameri­ 
cans was not without something actual 
for a base. The American troops, though 
only a few of them, were not only post­ 
ed where seemed most needful about 
tbe tow’n, but had pushed out along the 
road after the Spanish army some two 
or three miles beyond the town. 
Yet 
how few these were may be inferred 
from tbe frequent questions of the na- j 
tives as to where the American army 
was. 
They expected to see soldiers 
everywhere. 
A peculiar feature of the 
was the 
absence of the American H adjis the 
brilliant display of national vVtLirs in j 
town aud 
harbor. 
French, Danish, 
British, German, Austrian, 
Haitian, 
Italian, Red Cross Aa.:? floated every­ 
where. Harbor craft that were plainly 
Spanish property flew flags of any na­ 
tion, aud the number of foreign flags 
over buildings was astonishing in a 
town among whose 49,000 people only 
3,303 were others than natives of Porto 
Rico aud Cuba. The figures are from 
the last census, brought up to the be­ 
ginning of this year, aud the 3,303 in­ 
cluded the Spanish garrison. The craft 
under false colors were promptly con­ 
fiscated. 
No attention was paid to the houses 
flying flags any more than to those 
which flew none. But it would seem as 
if the scibttritism mast have at some 
time required the surrender of all 
American flags of size in the place or 
that the inhabitants have not sought 
possession of the stars and stripes, for 
even after the city was wholly in the 
hands of the United States forces there 
was scarcely aig,American emblem to 
be seen except those of the soldiers and 
a comparatively small number of the 
miniature flags which are sold as but­ 
tonhole insignia by the hucksters at 
boma 
The stores on Thursday were most of 
them shut. Some, chiefly those of Porte 
Ricans or of persons able to hoist a for­ 
eign flag, were doing a small bnsiness 
Timid provision dealers, whose trade 
made it necessary that they remain 
open, shivered when Americans entered 
to buy, fearing that ii they sold to the 
pigs the Spaniards might come back 
aud out them up for doing so or that 
Spanish sympathizers among their cus 
turners would show resentment. 
In 
some cases these men gave away what- | 
ever an American asked for, but " t ’rew 
fits fer sure” at his first essay to get 
out his pocketbook. 
They would have 
none of his money, 
latter in the day, 
when the Americans became more nu- ! 
uierous aud showed a corresponding in­ 
crease of caecity, it is fair to say the 
tradesmen of this typo became lush 
squeamish.

When this is returned to circulation, 
the premium ou the American coins is 
expected to come again into being. 
There are not wanting in the interim 
advocates of an order from the Ameri­ 
can authorities to fix an arbitrary rate 
of exchange on the island coinage and 
currency. 
With the custom house at 
the playa and the bulk of retail busi- 
uess at the towu proper there is oppor- 
tuuity in the absence of an official ex­ 
change ratio for a considerable range in 
the matter. 
A very curious feature of the streets 
is the milk delivery. This takes place 
before and during tbe noon, or break 
fast, hear, breaklist being taken here 
between 12 aud 2 o’clock. Sometimes 
the milk is still being sold at 4 or 5 
o’clock. The milkman drives from door 
to door from one to four or five cows, 
each branded with a number aud usu­ 
ally one or more of them accompanied 
by a calf. The driver cries his approach, 
and the customer fetches or sends out a 
pan, pail, bottle or cup, which he hands 
to the milkman. The milkman pats 
into the receptacle the quantity of milk 
paid for, which he induces the cow to 
yield after the usual manner. The op­ 
eration is repeated at each customer’s, 
aud some of the American soldiers are 
taking advantage of the opportunity 
offered to get warm milk. 
Some citizens of Ponce, who have not 
been in sympathy with the Spanish 
government, have made up what they 
term the collection of lies, consisting of 
the mendacious telegrams, purporting 
to give the news of laud aud naval en­ 
gagements 
between 
Spaniards 
and 
Americans, which have been issued by 
the government for pnblic consumption 
It forms quite a fat book. One of the 
dispatches, published on July 12, told 
i>f ‘ * the glorious destruction of Cervera’s 
squadron.’’ “ The Spanish navy may 
die, but never surrenders,” it says, aud 
adds that after a glorious combat all 
the Spanish vessels sank "after giving 
battle to Sampson’s fleet and sinking 
the New York, Massachusetts, Annapo­ 
lis and another gunboat, the name of 
which is not given. ”

THE PHILIPPINES. 


E uropean P o w er. W ant th e U nited States 
to R etain th e Inland.. 
People in the corps diplomatique are 
much exercised over the P h ilip p in e 
problem, not, however, in the interests 
of America or of Spain, hut for them­ 
selves. 
The question of American con­ 
trol of the Philippines and the propriety 
of submitting to the decree of owner­ 
ship America shall set up is likely to 
become dangerous to the peace of Eu­ 
rope if not handled with the utmost 
discretion. 
This is the opinion of the 
representatives of at least three of the 
most powerful nations in the world, lf 
England, Russia and I- ranee had auv ( 
say in the matter, there would be no 
commission to settle anything. 
“ Such a convention, “ said an attache 
of the English embassy, “ will give 
Spain the opportunity she has not thus 
far been able to find to make bad blood. 
For instance, there is one Spanish loan 
of 400,000,000 pesetas, hearing 4Va per 
cent, based directly on Cuba as secur­ 
ity. 
Most of this is held in France aud 
Austria. 
It is said that French senti­ 
ment agrees with that of Russia aud 
England in regard to the danger of 
commission dealing with a conquest 
which is the key to the eastern Asiatic 
waters. 
“ No m atter how such a commission 
m ight decide,’’ said an old and influen 
tial member of a leading embassy, 
“ nearly all Europe would be displeased. 
We do not want to have such a case as 
this of the Philippines used against us 
as a precedent. If your country is right 
in consenting to a surrender, then we 
of France should release Madagascar, 
Senegal 
and 
Algeria, 
and Engl anc 
ought to let go of Egypt 
No, no. 
I do 
not know how yon were ever led into 
such a violation of the law that has 
stood for ten centuries—that the title 
won by the sword is the best of all*. By 
it the Normans have held England, and 
the drumbeats of their descendants re­ 
echo around the world. 
No wonder 
Germany feels offended. 
The conquest 
of Alsace and Lorraine is too near for 
any unctuous high moral example to be 
agreeable. ” 
“ You see, nobody objects to Ameri­ 
ca’s keeping what she has gallantly 
woo by the sword," sa id an attache 
who is kept from his longed for holi­ 
day. “ Nobody bot Spain can possibly 
be benefited by a convention touching 
what should be done w ith the Philip­ 
pines. 
Suppose they were divided be­ 
tween the great naval powers? No di­ 
vision is possible that would make each 
nation’s share equal. The great prize is 
the island of Luzon and Manila. 
Who­ 
ever got them would have the biggest 
slice of the Philippine group. 
The po­ 
litical equilibrium as arranged years 
ago by nations with interests in the 
east would be seriously disturbed. The 
wisest heads in Europe fear this very 
qnestion may bring on that war which 
has been the nightmare of monarchs 
aud the dread of statesmen for 50 
years.’’— Washington Times.

MANILA’S FINE HO RSE S. 


T h ou gh S m a ll, T hey E a sily C arry a R id er 
W eig h in g T w o H und red Poundn. 
Among the first things to impress a 
stranger in Manila are the horses. 
De­ 
scended from horses brought from Mex­ 
ico, they have become much smaller, 
while they are also much more shape­ 
ly. 
In fact, I have never seen a better 
looking breed. 
There is nothing of the 
pony about their shape, though in size 
they range between 48 and 52 inches. 
At first it looked absurd to see them 
ridden by big men whose stirrups hung 
down to the horses* knees, but I soon 
found out that they easily carried a 
rider weighing 200 pounds. 
The for- 
eiguers have a jockey club which holds 
two meetings a year at the beautiful 
turf track at Santa Mesa. To avoid 
sharp practice, members of the club 
only are eligible to ride. 
This necessitates a scale of weights 
starting at Ri^ponnds aud rising to 154 
pounds. 
It demonstrates the speed and 
strength of these miniature horses that 
a mile has been run in 2:10 by a pouy 
carrying 150 pounds. Only stallions are 
used. Mares cannot even be brought 
into the city. Nobody w alks; everybody 
rides, and on any special fiesta thou­ 
sands of carriages fill the streets.

doubt if there is a city in the world 
that can turn out half the number of 
private vehicles in proportion to the 
population.—Century Magazine.

tentiaries “ cannot treat for the surren­ 
der of any Spanish territory without 
previous legislative sanction by a vote 
of the cortes.’’ 
Of course any attem pt on the part of 
the adversaries of the present govern­ 
m ent in Spain to repudiate the negotia­ 
tions in connection with the treaty on 
the ground of its illegality cannot allect 
to any extent the ultim ate outcome of 
the present war. 
But it may give rise 


to tiresom e delays aud to difficulties ut 
a vexatious and even costly nature, 
leading possibly to an attem pt at for 
Of j eigu intervention or to a demand for 
arbitration, all of which can be averted 
if President McKinley insists on the 
Spanish 
peace 
commissioners being 
properly qualified to treat in accordance 
w ith the laws of Spain. 
The United States should insist on 
the English language being used in the 
draw ing up of the treaty of peace. 
There is no fixed rule in the m atter, 
and the choice of Paris as the place 
where the negotiations are to be carried 
on would seem to indicate th at French, 
as the ordinary diplom atic language, 
m ight be used. 
The French language, 
however, otters bo much opportunity for 
double m eaning and m isinterpretation 
that the English tongue should be in 
sisted upon aud th at the English copy 
and not the French translation thereof 
should be regarded aa binding in the 
event of any disputa 
Protocols in themselves are not bind­ 
ing, and it is w ithin the power of either 
the United States or of Spain to with 
draw from the protocol which has been 
signed at W ashington by Secretary Day 
and by the French Embassador Cam bon 
in behalf of Spain. 
The word “ proto­ 
col,” concerning which much m isappre­ 
hension prevails, is of Byzantine origin 
aud was at first applied to the outer 
sheet of a roll of m anuscript bearing the 
w riter’s name, the date of the instru­ 
m ent and the title of the m inistry from | 
whose office it was issued. As a diplo­ 
m atic term it is nowadays applied to 
the rough draft of a public act, to the 
m inutes of the proceedings of a confer­ 
ence or to the prelim inary draft of un 
international agreem ent or treaty which 
is to serve for a basis of subsequent ne­ 
gotiation.
